S.R.O. 31. — In exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (a) and (b) of 
Section 31 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1624), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the division of the Dehra Dun Can- 
tonment into wards for the purpose of holding elections thereto under the said 
Act and the determination of the number of members to be elected by each of 
the wards, by the said rules having been previously published as required by the 
said section, namely: — 


RULES 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Dehra 
Dun Cantonment (Division into Wards) Rules, 1954. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. Division of Cantonment Into Wards, — For the purpose of elections to the 
Cantonment Board, the Dehra Dun Cantonment shall be divided into the fol- 
lowing wards, namely: — 

Ward I, 

Ward II, 

Ward III, 

Ward IV. 

Ward V, and 
Ward VI. 

3. Boundaries of Wards. — The boundaries of each of the wards shall be as 
specified in the Schedule annexed to these Rules. 

4. Number of members to be elected.— The number of members to be elected 
by each of the Wards shall be as shown below, namely: — 

Ward No, 1,— 1 
Ward No. 2. — 1 
Ward No. 8.— 1 

Ward No. 4—2 (One Seat is reserved for a member of the Scheduled 
Castes.) 

Ward No. 5.— 1 
Ward No. 6.— 1.

Ward No. 1 — Part of Garhi, Part of Nimboomala Part of Dandi, R.I.M. Bungalows j 

5fli GRC, Military Dairy Farm ' 

The boundary of Ward No. 1 begins from Cantonment boundary pillar number 2, 
which is situated on the right bank; of the Bindal Nadi, 120' North of the boundary 
and runs in North-Easterly direction to be defined by the Centre of the above 
Nadi and meets the boundary pillar No. 3, which is situated on the right bank' 
of the Nadi about 35' West of boundary at the junction ot the Bindal Nadi and 
Anarwala Khalla. 

From the said boundary pillar number 3 the boundary runs North-Westerly 
direction and meets at the Junction of the New Cantonment Board and Shakespear 

Road. 

From there the boundary runs in a Westerly direction along with the Shakes- 
pear Road and meets at the junction of Becher Road and Shakespear Road. 

From there the boundary runs in a Southerly direction along with Becher 
Road and meets at the junction of Macpheison Road and Becher Road. 

From there the boundary runs In a Westerly direction along with the MacpherJ 
son Road and Birpur Road and meets at the bridge of Bijapur Canal situated on 

Birpur Road. 

From the said bridge of Bijapur Canal on Birpur Road the boundary takes a 
turn to South-Westerly direction along with the Kaulagarh Branch Canal and 
meets the Cantonment boundary pillar No. 136, which is situated at the North 
West Comer of the Kaulagarh tea-estate and 24' from the centre of the Canal. 

From there the boundary runs along with the Cantonment boundary through 
Cantonment boundary pillars numbers. 137, 137A, 138, 139, 140, 141, 142, 143, 

144, 145, 145A, 145B, 146, 146A, 147, 148, 149 and 1, and meets the starting point 
of Cantonment boundary pillar No. 2. 

Ward No. 2 — Part of Dakra, 8th GRC C.M.H. M.T. Lines Circuit House 
The boundary of this ward begins from the Cantonment boundary pillar No. 3 
which is situated on the right bank of the Bindal Nadi about 35' West of the 
boundary at the junction of the Bindal Nadi and Anarwala Khalla and runs in al 
North-Easterly direction to be defined by the Centre of the Nadi and meets the 
Cantonment boundary pillar No. 4 which is situated at the head of Anarwala 
Khalla. 

From there the boundary runs North-Westerly direction along the Cantonment 
boundary through Cantonment boundary pillars numbers 4 to 26. 

From boundary pillar No, 26 the boundary runs in a South-Easterly direction 
and meets the Bijapur Canal Head Works, thence in a Westerly direction and 
defined by the Bijapur Canal and takes a turn from Bijapur Quarters towards 
Southerly direction, defined by the Bijapur Canal and meets at the bridge of the 
said canal which is situated on the Northern side oi Bungalow No. 217 belonging 
to Dr. Balbir Singh, Civil Surgeon (Retd). 

Thence the boundary takes South-Easterly direction and meets at the junction 
of Macpherson Road and Reid Road. 

From where the boundary runs in a Easterly direction along with the IVjacpher- 
son Road, Becher Road and Shakespear Road and meets the starting point oft 

boundary pillar number 3. 

Ward No. 3 — Part of Dakra & 9th GRC. 

The boundary of this ward begins from the bridge over the Bijapur Canal, 
Which Is situated at the Northern side of Bungalow No. 217 belonging to Dr. 
Balbir Singh, Civil Surgeon (Retd.) and runs in a North-Easterly direction and 
defined by the Bijapur Canal and meets the Cantonment boundary pillar number 27, 
which is situated on the North bank of Tons Nadi about 440' West of the BIrhani 
Nala. 

From boundary pillar No. 27, the boundary takes Southerly direction along 
with Cantonment boundary through Cantonment boundary pillars numbers 27 

to 7b 

From there the boundary runs in South-Westerly direction and meets at the 
Junction of Ghangora Road near Police Chowki Ghangora. 

From there the boundary runs along with the Ghangora Road crossing the 
Tons Nadi from iron bridge and meets the starting point, the bridge over the 

BJjapur Canal. 
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Ward No. 4 —Part of Garhi , Part of Nimboowala & 3rd GRC F.R.I. Rangharwala 

avd Prem Nagar Bazar area i 

The boundary of this ward begins from Birpur Road at the point of crossing 
of Binola Khalla and runs in North-Westerly direction and meets at the bridge 
of BIJapur Canal, which is situated in front of Bungalow No. 217, belonging to 
Dr. Balbir Singh, Civil Surgeon (Retd,). 

From there the boundary runs in a Westerly direction and meets at the iron 
bridge of Tons Nadi over Ghangora Road. 

From there the boundary runs in a Westerly direction along with Ghangora 
Road and meets at the junction of said road near Police chowki Ghangora. 

From there the boundary runs North-Easterly direction and meets the Can- 
tonment boundary pillar No. 71. 

From there the boundary runs Norlherly direction along with Cantonment 
boundary through Cantonment boundary pillars numbers 71 to 93. 

From there the boundary turns in a South-Westerly direction along the Can- 
tonment boundary through Cantonment boundary Pillars Numberg 93 to 129. 

From there the boundary runs in South-Westerly direction and keeps running 
along with the Cantonment boundary through Cantonment boundary pillars 
numbers 129 to 132. 

From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 132 the boundary runs In a Southerly 
direction and is defined by the centre of the Small Nalla and meets to its junction 
with the Tons Nadi. 

From the junction of the said Nalla and Tons Nodi the boundary runs in a 
Southerly direction and meets the Cantonment boundary pillar No. 133. 

From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 133 , the boundary runs in a South- 
Easterly direction along with Cantonment boundary pillar through Cantonment 
boundary pillars numbers 133 to 138 . 

1 From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 13 6 the boundary runs in a North- 
Easterly direction along with the Kaulagarh Branch Canal and meets the Birpur 
Road. 

From there the boundary takes a turn to Easterly direction along with Birpur 
Road and meets the starling point at Binola Khalla crossing of Birpur Road. 

Boundaries of Prem Nagar Bazar and Ranghar Wala. — The boundary of this 
ward begins from Refugee Camp boundary pillar No. 1 which Is situated on the 
southern bank of Chukratn Road neai the Cinema building belonging to R. B. Prem 
Nath and runs in a Southerly direction to be defined by the Refugee Camp boundary 
through Refugee Camp boundary pillars numbers 1 to 22. 

From Refugee Camp boundary pillar No. 22 the boundary takes a turn and 
runs in a South-Easterly direction and meets Cantonment boundary pillar No. 1 F 
which is situated on the Northern side of Smith Nagar Mohanpur Road. 

From there the boundary runs in a South-Easterly direction along with Can- 
-tonment boundary through Cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 1-G. 8A and SB 
which Is situated at the junction of unmetalled road passing North-East of MIthi 
Bheri village and the road beside which the Kaulagarh branch canal flows. 

From there the boundary turns to North-Easterly direction along the right side 
of the canal along the Cantonment boundary and meets Cantonment boundary pillar 
N.D.A. No. 3. 


From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 3 which is situated on the North-West 
right bank of Kaulagarh branch canal, the boundary runs In a North-Westerly 
direction, and meets the Cantonment boundary (N.D.A.) pillar No. 4. 

From there the boundary lakes North-Easterly direction and meets Cantonment 
^boundary N.D.A. pillar No. 5. 

From there the boundary runs in a North-Westerly direction and meets 
Cantonment boundary N.D.A. pillar No. 6, 


From there the boundary runs in a Northerly direction crossing the 
Road and meets Cantonment boundary N.D.A, pillar No. 7. 


Chakrafa 
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From there the boundary takes a turn and runs Westerly direction along with 
the Chakrata Road and meets the starting point Refugee Camp boundary pillar 

No. 1. , 

Boundaries of F.R.I.— The boundary of this ward begins from F.R.I. boundary * 
pillar No. 1, which is situated on the North bank of a ravine, the boundary crossing 
the Nalla runs in a South-Easterly direction through F.R.I. boundary pillars 
Nos. 2 and 3. 

From F.R.I. boundary pillar No. 3 the boundary runs in a South-Westerly 
direction through F.R.I. boundary pillars numbers 3 to 7. 

From F.R.I. boundary pillar No. 7 the boundary runs in a South-Easterly 
direction to F.R.I. pillar No. 8. 

From F.R.I, boundary pillar No. 8 which is situated on the top of Southern 
Bank of Khalla the boundary runs in South-Easterly direction to meet N.D.A. 
boundary pillar No. 9. 

From N.D.A. boundary pillar No. 9 the boundary takes a turn to North- 
Easterly direction along with F.R.I. boundary through F.R.I. boundary pillars 
numbers 10 to 48. 

From F.R.I. boundary pillar No. 48 the boundary runs in a Westerly direction 
through F.RJ. boundary pillars numbers 48 to 64. 

Thence the boundary takes North-Easterly direction and continued to be 
defined by the Northern side of Chakrata Road along F.R.I. boundary through F.R.I. 
boundary pillars numbers 65 to 75. 

From there the boundary runs along F.R.I. boundary through F.R.I. boundary 
pillars numbers 76 to 82. 

From there the boundary turns in a North-Easterly direction and continued 
to be defined by F.R.I. boundary wall through F.R.I. boundary pillars numbers 
83 to 101. 

From there the boundary takes Southerly direction and runs along the F.R.I. 
boundary pillars numbers 101 to 137 and meets the starting point of F.R.I.I 
boundary pillar No. 1. 

Ward No, 5 — Part of Prern Nagar Refugee Camp and N.D.A. 

Boundaries of Prem Nagar Refugee Camp. — ’The boundary of this ward begins 
from Refugee Camp boundary pillar No. 1, which is situated at the Southern bank 
of Chakrata Road near Cinema bldg, belonging to R. B. Prem Nath and runs in 
a Southerly direction to be defined by the Refugee Camp boundary through 
Refugee Camp boundary pillars numbers 1 to 22. 

From Refugee Camp boundary pillar No. 22 the boundary +akes Easterly direction 
along with a Pacca rain water Nalla and meets a metalled Tea Estate Road. 

From there the boundary runs in a Northerly direction along with the Tea 
Estate Road crossing the Tiagi Market and meets the Chakrata Road. 

From there the boundary takes a turn to Easterly direction and to be defined’' 
by the Chakrata Road and meets the starting point Refugee Camo boundary 
pillar No. 1 

Boundary of N.D.A. — The boundary of this ward begins from F.R.I. boundary 
pillar No. 7 and runs In South-Westerly direction and meets to Cantonment boun- 
dary pillar No. 1-B, which i s situated at the Eastern side of Tons Nadi. 

From there the boundary runs in a South-Easterly direction along with the 
Chakrata Road and meets th6 Cantonment boundary pillar No. 1-C. 

From there the boundary runs in South-Easterly direction and continued to be 
defined by the Chakrata Road and meets N.D.A. boundary pillar No. 7. 

From N.D.A. boundary .pillar No. 7, the boundary crossing the Chakrata Road' 
runs in a South-Westerly direction to N.D.A, boundary pillar No. 6. 

From N.D.A. pillar No. 6, which Is situated on the South side of Chakrata 
Road, the boundary runs along with the Ranghaiwala Katcha Road and N.D A, wire 
fencing in a South-Easterly direction to N.D.A, boundary pillar No, 5 
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From N.D.A, boundary pillar No. 5 Ihe boundary rung along the N.D.A. wire 
fencing in u South-Westerly direction to N.D.A, pillar No. 4. 

From N.D.A. pillar No. 4 the boundary runs in a South-Easterly diieetion along 
with the wire fencing to N.D.A. boundary pillar No. 3. 

From N.D.A. boundary pillar No. 3, which Is situated on the North-West right 
bank of Kaulagarh Canal branch, the boundary runs in North-Easterly direction 
and meets N.D.A. boundary pillars numbers 2 and 1. 

From N.D.A., boundary pillar No. 1, the boundary crossing the Chakrata Road 
runs in North-Easterly direction to N.D.A, boundary pillar No. 72, which is situated 
on the North side of Chakrata Road. 

From there the boundary runs in a Easterly direction along with the com- 
pound wall of N.D.A, through N.D.A. boundary pillars numbers 72 to 6(1. 

From there the boundary takes a turn in a North-Easterly direction along the 
boundary wall of N.D.A, through N.D.A. boundary pillars numbers 66 to 83. 

From boundary pillar No. 63, which is common to both N.D.A. & F.R.I. the 
boundary runs in a North-Westerly direction through F.R.I. boundary pillars 
numbers 62 to 47. 

From there the boundary runs in a South-Westerly direction through FRI 
boundary pillars numbers 47 to 9. 

From there the boundary takes a turn and runs in a North-Westerly direction 
and meets the starting point F.R.I. boundary pillar No. 7. 


Ward No. 6— Part of Prem Nagar Refugee Camp and Keri village 

The boundary of this ward begins from Cantonment boundary pillar No 1-C 
which is situated at the junction of Chakrata Road an unmetalled Track ' the 
boundary runs in Westerly direction crossing the Chakrata Road and meets the 
Cantonment boundary pillar No. 1-D, 

From there the boundary turns in a due South and meets the Cantonment 
boundary pillar No. 1-E. 

From there the boundary runs in a Easterly direction along with the North 
side of^SmRh Nagar Mohanpur Road and meets the Cantonment boundary pillar 

From there the boundary turns in North-Westerly direction and meets the 
Refugee Camp boundary pillar No. 22. 

From there the boundary takes Westerly direction along with the Pucca rain 
water Nalla and meets the metalled Tea Estate Road. 

From there the boundary turns in a due North to be defined by the Tea Estate 
Road crossing the Tiagi Market and Chakrata Road meets the Cantonment boun- 
dary pillar No. 1-C the starting point..

Mandla Road between boundary pillars numbers 76 and 75, Ihonre proceeds north- 
west wards along the Mandla Road till it meet' tho Queens Rond, thence proceeds 
south wards along the Queens Road upto Ihe junction of Peters Path thence pro- 
ceeds west wards along Peters Path till it meets the Range Road. 

Ward No. HI. — Commencing from the Junction of Roads numbers 1 and 16 
Sadar Bazar, the boundary proceeds east wards along road number 16 Sadar 
Bazar till it meets the road running south of Helatganj latrines and Quarters thence 
proceeds east wards along this road up to Ihe south-east eorner of G.LR survey 
number 175. thence proceeds north wards along the eastern boundaries of G.L.R. 
survey numbers 175 and 174 till it meets the Jhiria Road, thence proceeds east 
wards along the southern boundaries of General Land Register survey numbers 154 
and 153 till .It meets the Queens Road, thence proceeds south wards along the 
Queens Road, till It meets the Peters PaTi thence proceeds west wards along 
the Peters Path till it meets road number 1 Sadar Bazar, thence proceeds north 
wards along road number 1 Sadar Bazar till R meets road number 16 Sadar Bazar. 

Ward No. IV. — Commencing from the junction of roads numbers 1 and 16 
Sadar Bazar the boundary proceeds east wards along road number 16 Sadar Bazar 
till it meets the road nmning south of Helatganj Latrines and Quarters thence 
proceeds east wards along this road upto Ihe south-east corner of General Land 
Register, survey number 175, thence proceeds north wards along the eastern boun- 
daries of G.L.R. survey numbers 175 and 174 till it meets tho Jairia road, thence 
proceeds east wards along the southern boon laries of General Land Register 
survey number 154, 153 till It meets the Queens Road, thenee proceeds north wards 
along the Queens Road till it meets the Kingsway, thenee proceeds west wards 
along the Klngsway till it meets the Sadar Bazar boundary line at pillar number 9, 
thence proceeds south wards along the Sadar Bazar boundary line till it meets 
road No. lfl Sadar Bazar at pillar number 10, thence proceeds west wards along 
road number 10 Sadar Bazar till it meets road number 3, thenee proceeds north 
wards along road number 3 till it meets road number 9, thenee proceeds west 
wards along road number 9, till It meets road number 1 Sadar Bazar, thence 
proceeds south wards along road number 1, till it meets road number 16 Sadar 
Bazar. ' 

Ward No. V. — Commencing from the junction of road number 1 Sadar Bazar 
and Kingsway, the boundary proceeds south wards along road number 1, Sadar 
Bazar till it meeta road No. 9 thence proceeds east wards along road number 9 
upto junction of road number 3. thenee proceeds south wards along road number 3, 
till it meets road number 10, thenee proceeds east wards along road number 10, 
till it meets Sadar Bazar boundary line at pillar number 10, Ihence proceeds north 
wards along Sadar Bazar boundary line till it meets Kingsway, thence proceeds 
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east wards along Kingsway upto junction ol Wesley Roasl, thence proceeds north 
wards along Wesley Hoad till it meets Cantonment boundary line at pillar number 
125 thence proceeds west wards along the Cantonment boundary line till it meets 
the Narbada Road at pillar number 119 thence proceeds south wards along 
Narbada Road upto junction ol Record Road, thence proceeds south-east wards 
along the Record Road upto junction of Norris Road, thence proceeds BOUth wards 
along the Norris Road upto junction ol Kingsway, thence proceeds east wards 
along the Kingsway upto junction of road number 1 Sadar Bazar. 

Ward No. VI. — Commencing from the junction ol Wesley Road and Cantonment 
boundary line at pillar number 1, the boundary proceeds east wards along the 
Cantonment Boundary line tiiJ meets the road at Ridge at pillar number 22, 
thence proceeds south wards and east wards along this road till It meets Allen 
Avenue Road, thence proceeds south wards along the Allen Avenue Road till it 
meets Hampshire Hill road thence proceeds west wards along the Hampshire Hill 
Road upto the junction of Prince of Wales Drive, thence proceeds south-east 
wards and south wards along the Prince of Wales Drive till it meets Alien Avenue 
Road, thence proceeds south wards along the Allen Avenue Road till it meets 
Water Works Road, thence proceeds east wards along the Water Works Road till 
It meets Cantonment boundary line at pillar number 59 thence proceeds Bouth 
wards along the Cantonment boundary line thence west wards till it meets the 
Mandla Road between Cantonment boundary pillars numbers 75 and 78, thence 
proceeds north-west wards along the Mandla Road till It meets the Queens Road, 
thence proceeds north wards along the Queens Road till it meets Kingsway, thence 
proceeds east wards along the Kingsway till it meets Wesley Road, thence pro- 
ceeds north wards along the Woslcy Road till it meets Cantonment boundary line 
at pillar number 1. 

Ward No. VII. — Commencing from Cantonment boundary pillar number 31, the 
boundary proceeds west wards, along the Cantonment boundary line till it meets 
the road at Ridge at pillar number 22, thence proceeds south wards and east 
wards along this road till it meets the Allen Avenue Road thence proceeds south 
wards along the Allen Avenue Road till it meets Hampshire Hill Road thence 
proceeds west wards along the Hampshire Hil] Road upto the junction of Prince 
of Wales Drive, thence proceeds south-east wards and south wards along the 
Prince of Wales Drive till It meets Allen Avenue Road, thence proceeds south 
wards along the Allen Avenue Road till it meets Water Works Road, thence 
proceeds east wards along the Water Works Road till It meets Cantonment boun- 
dary line at pillar number 59 thence proceeds north-east wards along the Canton- 
ment boundary lino thence north wards upto pillar number 32, thence proceeds 
along the Cantonment boundary line north-east wards passing pillar number 31/94 
thence north wards upto pillar number .31/53 thence west wards upto pillar 
number 31/19 and thence south wards upto Cantonment boundary pillar number 31.
